LONDON, July 17.— A new an- 
nouncement regarding the cancer work 
of the British medical research council 
may soon be expected. This announce- 
ment will deal with the next step in 
the work of research council, 
which announced this week the dis- 
covery by Dr. W. E. Gye and J. E. 
Barnard of a virus believed to cause 
cancer. 

At the same time experiments are 
being made in causing cancer in rats, 
micé, and chickens by means of the 
newly discovered virus, other experi- 
ments are being conducted in immunisz- 
ing these animals against the virus and ' 
in connection with this work the new | 
revelations are to be made. 

While it would be an exaggeration 
to say a cure for cancer is in sight, the 
new announcement is expected to indi- 
cate probabilities of finding a method 
of vaccination against. cancer. 


Caused by Virus. ; 
Through the courtesy of the editor of 


ithe Lancet it is now possible to give a | 


summary of the results of the cancer. 
experiments on which are based the! 
claim that the causative factors of can- 

cer have been discovered.’ 

The conclusion reached is that can-| 
cer is caused by a virus—that is, by 
specific organisms— which in them- 
selves are insufficient directly to cause 
cancerous growth, but do so when used | 
in connection with a supposedly chem: | 
ical substance obtained from tumors) 
and which Dr. Gye calls “the specific | 
factor.” 

The culmination of Dr. Gye's experi- | 
ments was reached last May, when,’ 
with cultures made from human can- 
cer virus, the specific factor, he caused | 
a cancerous growth in a chicken in all 
respects similar to the chicken sar- 
coma, with which cancer experts have 
been long familiar. 

Dr. Gye, in the paper on his work, 
begins with a reference to a descrip-

doctor says.

He dilates on 
the technical attributes of the “ pri- 
mary agent’ he used to obtain 
tion and states that pure virus 
not produce tumors, whertas a prep- 
aration made from crushed tumor tip- 
sue in which virus existed did produce 
tumors. He therefore reaches the con- 
clusion that two factore «xist in an 


effective fluid. 


Experjments with Keécuts. 


Dr. Gye reviews lengthy Uxpertments™ 
with mice and rat tumora, in which 
he satisfied himself by using cultures 
treated in various manners that rat 
and mice tumors were due to an ex- 
terior factor. He says the inecula- 
tion of mice was 100 per cent reassur- 
ing. The next step was to obtain the 
chemical factor from the rat temor 
and the virus from the sarcoma. This, 
injected .into chickens, produced ordi- 
nary tumors. Hence his conclusion 
that the same virus was at work, 

Attenjion was then turned to human 
tumors, which brings Dr. Gye near the 
These ex- 


tumors. The first two were without 
result, but with the third human tu- 
mor the virus, mixed with the spe- 
cific factor from ordinary hen sarcoma, 
reproduced in the chicken a tumor en- 
tirely comparable with the Rous tu- 
mor.

POISONOUS POTATOES. 


motes orderly growths of the ani- 

mals eating them and which pre- 

vents rickets is due -to the absorp- 
tion of & certain part of the sun ray. 
The trend of scientific opinion about 
sunlight now is that in the ray there 
is a definite something which can be 
absorbed by cells. This something may 
be picked up by the celis of the body, 
absorbed into the blood stream and car- 
ried to other parts of the body. 

In fact, there may be a group of such 
substances rather than one. Just at the 
present time there is a lot of speculation 
and a few actually known facts and no 
man can tell just where the truth will 
finally lie. In the case of plants the 
antirachitic substance is picked up by 
certain fats. These fats are only lo- 
cated in certain parts of the plant and 
there is no circulation similar to the 
blood circulation to carry them to all 
parts of the plant. In consequence, we 
find certain plants with this property in 
the seed, and others with it in the leaf. 

~-s— 

There are many illustrations of bene- 
ficial qualities in plants, brought out by 
exposure to sunlight. But we must not 
conclude that sunlight makes all plants 
wholesome, or all parts of any plant. 

The Irish potato is an illustration of 
a plant or part of a plant that may be 
made unwholesome by sunshine. The 
Irish potato belongs to the belladonna 
family. Other members of this family 


are the st plant or datura; 
the hyoscyamus t shade and the 
tobacco plant. classed among the 


poisonous plants. 

And yet, ordinarily, the root of the 
potato piant is most wholesome. In fact, 
fresh young potatoes hive been used to 
prevent both scurvy and rickets. There 
are physicians who rank potato soup and 
potato juice with orange juice and to- 
mato juice as a corrective for use with 
babies. The root, if it be alloweg to 
grow big and fat under the ground, well 
protected from sunlight, is full of energy 
producing qualities, is easily digested, 
very nutritious and altogether whole- 
some. 

~— 

But not so if-it be green in color from 
the action of sunlight. Under those cir~ 
cumstances it is a deadly poison, rank- 
ing with belladonna, stramonium, hyo- 
scyamine, atropin, and. nicotin. 
According to Science, 1924, a farmer 
near Vandalia, Ill., gathered some po-

tatoes from a field which had been 
covered with straw. His chickens had

In Germany one company of fifty-six 
soldiers ate sprouted potatoes. All were 
made seriously ill. “ Science” reports 
that sixty-four cows were once made 
sick by eating green potatoes. Six pigs 
were killed by eating sprouted potatoes. 


In Indiana, thirty chickens were 
poisoned by eating green, sprouted, 
potatoes. 


The potato is an illustration of the pos- 
sibility of developing poison in a plant 
by exposing it to sunlight. Some day 
we may discover that there is a scientific 
reason for bleaching asparagus and 
celery, just as there is known to be a 
scientific reason for exposing alfalfa, 
hay, greens, seeds and nuts to sunlight.

This happens from 1 to 4 times 
daily and also at night. She runs for 
open air, even outside, should it be zero, 
for relief, which usually comes in «a 
few minutes. She has tried*to get relief 
from this locally, but without results. 

She is 44 years old and apparently in 
good health, being perhaps a little over- 
weight. She weakens from the hot 
flashes, but recovers in a short time and 
geems to be all right.

DEWEY AT MANILA. 

Chicago, July 16.—Your correspondent 
who submitted two questions based on 
the Dewey-Von Diederichs controversy at 
Manila, as described by O. K. Davis in 
a recent issue of “ Liberty,” has evi- 
dently not looked into the issue very 
thoroughly. 

His first query as to why the German 
admiral should be considered either 
wicked or discourteous for interfering 
| with Dewey’s operations is readily an- 
| Swered. The basic issue is one of inter- 
national law. When a harbor is under 
control ef a power which is at war with 
the country that originally possessed the 
harbor, and the harbor is actually oc-~ 
cupied by the hostile fleet (otrs in the

|quired not to move fighting ships supe- 
| rior in aggregate strength into such har- 
bor. Further, if they move any fighting 
| unit into the controlled sphere, the re- 
quirements of neutrality are that their 
anchorage be determined by consulting 
the commanding admiral of the occupy- 
ing fleet or squadron, who will designate 
what position they may assume without 
becoming an adverse or § interfering 
factor in his operations. Since the Ger- 
man squadron under Von Diederichs at 
Manila was of strength superior to Dew- 
ey’s, it had no right to enter Manila 
bay in full force at that time; and after 
having done so, neutrality could only be 
maintained by taking position in ac- 
cordance with Admiral Dewey's express 
wishes. , 

As to the second question, why Dewey 
complied with the German's request if 
it was unreasonable, the answer is ob- 
vious. Dewey did what he had intended 
from the outset. He had no desire to 
subject the city to a bombardment ‘if 
it could possibly be avoided, and the 
unwarranted German interference in no 
sense changed his original plan of ac- 
tion. Your correspondent is in error 
in assuming that there was any connec- 
tion between this and Von Diederichs’ 
activity. 

The incident sh@!is+ no appreciabis 
light on Spain's refusing to attack Ger- 
many in the recent war (answering the 
final question). Spain, never was suffi- 
ciently simple-minded, in a diplomatic 
Von Diederichs’ 
intercession at Manila was prompted by 
mere disinterested friendship.

Across the Detroit river at Walker- 
ville great quantities of whisky are 
being turned out anda a steady stream 
is pouring by motor into the United 
States. Two-years ago in prohibition 
Ontario alonéssix distilleries and close 
to thirty brewe , Meensed by the 
federal government, had the right to 
manufacture dntoxicants and to sell 
them for export from the province. 


Has Increased Fourtfold. 


Trade has been growing, for the 
American thirst has sent up Canada’s 
rum exports to the United States four- 
fold in the last two years. Figures 
just issued by the dominion bureau of 
statistics, show that in the year end- 
ing in May the exports of whiskies, 
ale and beer from Canada to the United 
States, had a value of $12,284,380. 

The yéar before the trade amounted 
to $8,714,000, while for the year ended 
March, 1923, it stood $3,178.900, or one- 
feurth of what it is today. In 1922 
it was only $925,000. 

It is a thirteenfold increase in three 
years. By the time the stuff is run in 
and out and bootlegged, the $12,000,000 
probably represents $40,000,000 paid .by 
the ultimate consumer in America? 
~ Also, this is only part of the business. 
The figures deal only with the open ex- 
port trade. They do not include the 
great quantity of liquor bought in gov- 
ernment stores in wet provinces and 
smuggled in by American tourists and 
commercial bootleggers, and rum run- 
ners of all sorts. 


Accounts for Blended Scotch. 


The growth in Canadian exports of 
“ likker "’ serves to explain in some de- 
gree the deluge of rye and blended 
Scotch and eight cylinder ales that 
strikes Chicago and other interior cen- 
ters from time totime. The $12,284,000 
export trade consisted of $7,645,900 
worth of whisky and $4,638,500 of beer 
and ale. The ale cost less than a quar- 
ter a bottle: it generally sells to the 
consumer for a dollar a throw. Can- 
ag@a’s exyorts of whisky alone to the 
United States last year were 462,000 
gallons, as against 268,000 the year 
before. 

Detroit and the Canadian border 
cities across the river seem to be the 
wettest area of the dry portion of the 

ontinent. Ontario itself is overrun 
with bootleggers. In Windsor they 
Quote ryes at $35 a case, blended 
Scotch at $45 and up, and the best 
grade of Scotch at $52 a case.

An echo of the very recent furor 
about Alexartier Berkman’s “ The Bol- 
shevik Myth,” which has been the 
most talked of book about Russia since 
I can remember, is a little pamphiet 
called “The Anti-Climax.”

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SCOTT TELEGRAM ls 
IS SECOND ONE TO 
AVERT A HANGING 


If the telegram, purporting to come 
from Robert Scott, and which saved 
Russell Scott from the noose Friday 
morning, is a hoax, it is the second 
time in Chicago's crime annals that 
a telegram has caved the life of a con- 
demned man. 

‘the first and only other time it hap- 
pened was in 1870, in the case of Dan 
Walsh, the driver of a horse car, who, 
in a fit of jealous rage one night, shot 
and killed a Miss Rose Weldon, his 
sweetheart. 

Walsh was tried and sentenced to be 
harged in the Cook county jail on a 
certain day ‘im 1870. The day before 
that sect for the execution a large dele- 
gation of Walsh's friends went to 
Springfield and plead with the late 
Gov. John M. Palmer in his behalf. 

Among these were Francis A. East- 
man, former Chicago postmaster; J. K. 
C. Forrest, former newspaper editor; 
Dan O’Mara, then city treasurer, and 
a man widely known in sporting and 
racing circles known as “ Horse” 


An impassioned plea was made to 
Palmer by several of the delegation, 
but the governor refused to make a 
move. He said justice must take its 
course. 

The pleas were over late in the eve- 
ning and as Walsh was being led over 
the solemn death march in the early 
hours of dawn a messenger boy rushed 
in with a telegram purporting to come 
from Gov. Palmer. It ordered the 
sheriff to stop the execution and was 
signed with the governor's name. 

The governor did not learn of the 
j hoax until after the hour for the ex- 
Jecution had passed. He then was 
forced by the law to commute Walsh's 
sentence, and Walsh served 42 years 
in the penitentiary, dying there.

Robert Scott shot 
the drug clerk.” | 

Ball explained that he was living in 
Chicago at the time of the shooting.
